The Kent, Robfon, from 
Madrafs and Bengal, was parted with off the Cape, fothat 
it’s thought fhe is gone for foslands and the Britannia, Som- 
ner, whom they parted with a {mall Time before, was off 
the Bar of Lifbon, with Pilots on board. 

On Wednefday Morning failed from St. Helen’s, his 
Majetty’s Ship the Tilbury, Rear Admiral Ofborne, with 
the Heétor and Speedwell ; the Ships for the Eaft and Wett- 
Indies; and fome othet outward-bound Ships, having a fine 
Gale at N. E. 

There is Advice from America, that a French Man of 
War bound from Canada’ for Old France, is actually 
taken, after a {mart Engagement, by two Sloops of War 
in St. Laurence’s Bay. ; 

The Providence, Johnfon, from Hartlepool to London, 
was attacked by a French Lugg-fail Boat, with 60 Men, 
and 4 Carriage and 6 Swivel Guns, befides a great Number 
of Small Arms, which attempted to board him three times ; 
but the Captain with only three Men and four Boys, and 
4 Two-Pounders, obliged them to fheer off with confide- 
rable Lofs. 

The Lords of the Admiralty have contra¢ted for building 
fix Ships of War, of 20 Guns each, in the Merchants 
Yards in the River, and are to be called the Stork, Porcu- 
pine, Serpent, Unicorn, Vulture and A2tna. 

Letters from Savona of Feb. 27, mention, that Admiral 
Byng had fent two Men of War and a Bomb Veffe! from 
VadoBay to Leghorn, and that ip their Way they had taken 
two Veffels, laden with Corn and Wine for Genoa, and 
bearing Neapolitan Colours: Thaton the 25th the Englifh 
fent into Leghorn three more Genoefe Ships, laden with 
Corn and other Provifions : That the Syren Man of War, 
bound from Smyrna to London, arrived there the fame 
Day, having taken in her Paflage a rich Polacre, bound 
from Marfeilles for Alexandria, but which feparated from 
her in a Storm on the 14th.

FOREIGN AFFATRS. 
LOW COUNTRIES. 


Bergen-op-xoom, March 5. O. §. ‘The whole City was 
greatly alarmed on Account of a very fmart Adtion which 
happened near Hogerherde, between a Body of Allied 
Troops, commanded by General Haddich, and the E‘cort 
of the great Convoy that was coming to us from Antwerp, 
and which had been preparing above fix Weeks, but, un- 
happily for us, was then, with the Efcort that guarded It, 
entirely deitroy’d by the prevailing Enemy. Our Com- 
mandant too, the Count de Vaux, fallying ott to fecond
